a. Introduction 

Thero were two distinct phases to O/tt Fl'JD's work with Ast 
ATKEFS, The first coincided with the oarly successes of the r ~c ; mr.cht and 
lasted until February or Idarch 19 A3, During that time Abw II thought only 
in terns of offensive action and the outposts wore concerned solely rdth 
fomenting revolts and dispatching sabotage agents into enemy territory. 

The second phase, which started after Ilarch 1943 with the general 
retreat of the German eruy, was concerned with leaving behind an o .ficiont 
network of Abrohr agents after Gorman withdrawal. This operation for the 
establishment of an It (Itueckzug) not was also known os Untornehraen 
PJCHAliD, 

b. First Phase 

(1) Organization 

F3AID, who replaced liaj SCHIFFBAUSl, the former head of Ab it II, . 
arrived in ATK2N3 July 1942 and resided in the building of Ast 
ATH3RS. His staff consisted of Fw GLAU?*IHG, Gefr S/ED3R, Uffz 
MILLIS € 1X233, and a secretary, Frl A3STHAUS7A, As department 
head; F3AID was responsible to the Ast ATH-LITS chief, Obst/Lt S2!3- 
DUAG, but at the same time had to send "reports countersigned by: SHIS- - 
BUiiG to Abw IX B'^ntlM. During his stay in ATH3MS, FI3ICED us^d tho alias. 
Dr FiSitST, end was laiown to many agents only os- Herr Doktor. 

At tho outset F31JID encountered difficulties. His staff was 
too. small for tho big task, the funds granted for Abw II activities 
were negligible compared to those granted for Abw I, and no3t of 
the agents had to bo paid in tho fluctuating Greek drachma, which 
they often refused to accept, (Only those going into foreign 
countries were paid in foreign exchange,) The one tine the Ab- 
trehr was lavish with funds for Dept II was during tho establish- 
ment of the "It" net (described in the second phase), and even 
FEl'JD suspected ho had received count erf oit money; To supplement 
thoir meager pay, agunts drew Gorman army rations, received con- 
cessions for black market activities sanctioned by the Abwohr, 
and shared in the earnings of illegally operated gambling houses, 

AT 1 money transactions wore handled b 5 r thu Zahlnoistorei (Dopt 
IV- A Ast ATHSTIS) . 

FX ID has no knowledge of possible links between SD and Ab~ 
wehr in ATffiWS at that tine . Through his Groolc friends ho v:as in- 
formed that Krira Kom Dr DiXGUS was virtually duplicating his work 
in ATHi&iS, so he requested Abw II BJALIN to clarify tho situation. 

VThon no immediate action vrs taken, F..3TJD dropped thw entire matter 
rather than risk c. jurisdictional fight .with SD, 
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( 2) Recruiting of Agents 

Before any prospective agonts could be approached, his creden- 
tials had to bo investigated end approved by EEMUB. Once the agent 
had boon accepted, it was necessary to register bin in that city. 
FSRID considered these regulations to be so much red-tape and did 
not feel bound to abide by then. 

(Sabotage equipment for contemplated actions was supplied by 
BE^XIN and stored in tho offices of Dept II, Dopt I-i supplied 
both TT/T equipment and training, besides operating !*f/ T station 
/J)0LF and supervising the encoding and decoding of messages . ) 

Operations against Cyprus T/otfo matters of vital interest to 
Abw II ATHENS. FETJD had become acquainted with a lawyer, Dr 
LOUI SIDES, who had fled Cyprus after an abortive revolt in 1931. 

LOm SIDES offered to recruit ^ ago nts for actions against Cyprus 
ytnd' interested a Greek colonei;c0UK0ULAKIS, who was a loader of 
ESS, the Greek nationalistic party. The proposed operation novor 
developed because BE.UN would not assure the EEE that Itrly would 
not get the island after tho war. 

A Greek woman physician. Dr PAPAUA^ ATHENS Akadonias 25,. 
wanted to go to Egypt for Ast ATHENS, buy a small hospital, and make 
it tho center of Abir II activities in Egypt. However, tliis pro- 
ject was dropped because her monetary demands could not bo mot. 
Instead of going abroad herself she recruited tro agents for 
work in tho Near East, 

One of them was Georg LIVADITIS, a young pro-Geman Greek, 
who showed enthusiasm for the job oven though ho had boon in a 
German concentration camp. (FEPJD docs not know the reason for the 
internment but is convinced that it was not political,) Vith the 
help of I-H, LIVADITIS was brought to ijytilene in tho Spring of 
19A3 and from there ho went to Turkey. He- was to join tho Groek 
liberation a nay in Turkey, stir up trouble, and return to Greece 
later. 



The second of PAPARA»s agents, FOTIHOS, was sent to Syria 
at about the same time on a small scale sabotage mission, also 
with the help of I-Ji. Both those agents wore never hoard from 
again cad are believed to hav^ boen arrosted in Syria. 

F3RID eventually became interested in a Dr VLAVTANOS who 
was prominent in Grook nationalistic circles, VLAVIA1I0S tried 
to recruit agents for Abw II but failed because he was reore jj>* 
to res ted in petty power politics than in tho task at hand, A 
Grook'lt Col named PAPAGEORGIOU, who was married to a Oor.-.inn 
woman, also was unsuccessful in enlisting agents, FE?JD then 
tried to work out an agreement with Chrys os toons DUHTAIOU, 

Greek Archbishop of XANTK3, but failed when it became apparent 
that tho German army had no inclination to aid 'the church, 

Abw II did get the enthusiastic cooperation of Dr V3LLOPOULOS, 
a lawyer, and his son, who worked for ideological reasons and 
without regard for compensation. The older VEILOPOULOS offei’od 
to load tho fight against Communist Partisans, but the plan had 
to bo dropped because of strong Italian opposition. (Tho 
Italians had to bo consulted .in every political appointment. ) 

Later, one battalion of Div Brandenburg, cormanded by Hpta LANGE, 
was brought to Greece for anti-partisan warfare end ViliOPOUIDS 
recruited volunteers for it among his followers. 
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AGINORAS was one of the most active end successful recruiters 
for Abw II, (Frior to the German occupation he had bean accusod 
of being a Gorman agent end had been imprisoned by the Greeks,) 
Perhaps his most valuable protege was KAITZAK, an Armenian 
refugee from Cilicia, who had a large following among his own 
people in Syria and ATHENS* 

KAITZAK, owner of a phonograph store near Athena Street; 
belonged to the Taschnaks, the Armenian enti-ccrimunist party, 
and he was supposed to use his influonce among his friends in 
Syria to start a revolution there. Other Armenian agents to 
work with him re re CKACHAJilAN, KASPABIAN, HADSHIN and liaj BEKS.VR- 
DIAN, Tho major was to recoive -T/T training before going to 
Syria. However none of these plans had progressed beyond tho 
bluo-prxnt stage in tho Spring of 1943. 

'Several Greek agents wore receiving Vi/T training at this 
time, ICOPSINIS (W/T code name K0EST3R) was being instructed by 
1-1 for a contemplated sabotage mission in Egypt. TWo other men 
known only by code name to FEUD wore being trained ir V-/T 
operations in Syria or Egypt. They were T3.USIS, a former con- 
centration camp inmate who wanted to rehabilitate himself, and 
NAVI3QS, who later was known as KANOLIS. 

A scheme whereby Abtr II could transport its agonts to Egypt 
disguised as Greek rctfugcos was proposed by a Greek, Kptn ROUSSUS, 
Abw II turned it down because it involved buying a ship, 

(3) Operation ASLAN 

Lazaros CONTOPOULOS, a cavalry major from Iraq, wanted to 
start an ambitious operation which he called ASLAN (lion). Ho was 
an intelligent, able linguist who had excellent connections in 
Iraq and Syria. He plcnnod to cocpleto a V?/T courso in ATHENS 
and go to HASSET3CHE in- northeast Syria whore he would stir up 
trouble among the Kurds, organize, their bands into one force, and 
send n/T messages. Tho plan was approved by OKW and received 
considerable attention from Abw H. After F3RID f s doparturo to 
BELG1/D3, Gefr DREHER of Abw II BERLIN was placed at COHTOPOULOS* 
dis posal, ’ During tho Autumn of 1943 CONTOPOULOS loft SOFIA for 
Turkey to receive !?/T equipment and funds for his planned 
operation, from Kptm LO-S!S of Ast ISTANBUL* He never ro appear od, 
nor was ho heard from again. It is known that his family had 
previously been evacuated to VTEN and from there to DRESDEN • 

Earlier that year (Juno 1943)' CONTOPOULOS and FETID had come 
to F.TEN to meet the Arab physician, SAID el KATIB, with whom they 
intended 1 to plan a combined operation. It' soon became apparent 
that KAT1B and CONTOPOULOS could not agr^o; so the entire project 
was abandoned. KATIB, a battalion surgeon; later was trans- 
ferred from his Arab unit to FAT 202 which, at that time, was 
stationed at IPEK (Kossovo) . 

c. Second phaso 

(1) The new tasks of Abw II ATHENS were to consist ofi 
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(a) Assistance to tho army by blowing up bridges and rail- 
rood tracks, and by booby trapping buildings lilcoly to bo 
used as staff hoadquartors by tho enemy, 

(b) Establishment of on A not (ituockzug Notz-Unturnehnen 
RXCHAHD) . 

(c) Verpfxogo /Jet ion or burying sabot ago equipment. This 
was to bo within tho knowledge* of C-oman personnel only, 

(d) 2ugschwalbo fiction to pick native V-Louto who would 
leave tlio country with tho German erny and who would re- 
turn later to use tho oforc-taontioncd buried- equipment, 

(o) Uoborroll Kommandos, or German stay-bchind agents. 

Tasks (a) and (d) woro never executed because there- was 
not enough personnel availablo for such ambitious under- 
takings. Host of FXAID'S time was devoted to the establish- 
ment of tho II not. In March of 1943 be received orders from 
3EIUN to cancel ell planned operations in the Near East end 
concontrato on Dnternehmen IvICHARD. Sinphasis was to bo put 
on W/T operators and native sabotago agents, who would stay 
behind to attack shipping and corammications. Ast ATHENS 
was dissolved at about that time and its place takon by 
FAT! 8 I and III, which wore to orgenizo and supervise the 
nut until tho Gorman troops withdraw. Since there was no 
FAT II available for ATKSHS thon, FEUD organized the 3cst' 
Konmando II, It consisted of Uffz iiAILLIS and Gefr SAITUER, 
and was to function until FAT II could be dispatched to 
ATHENS.' It actually took one year until FAT 219, undor O/Lt 
HttSriSH, arrived end it was thon too lato for it’ to function 
properly. 

(2) Rest Konmando II utilizod the alroady existing contacts and 
agents as W/T oporators, such as BGKSAEDIAI! (A/T code nemo BAUER), 
who was getting instructions from I-i, KOPSINIS, li'.VROS-AVJ!OU.$, 
and an Armenian girl, DOlU, recruited by KAITZAK. KAITZAK also 
recruited six or eight Armenians who vrorw trained by SANDER in 
tho handling of explosives; among thorn v/er^ CHACHAI.1AN, KASFAEI,'.N, 
and HADSHIN. AONOIL.S also recruited two or throe Greek agents 
whoso names F£HD cannot recall, 

(3) Agent SOKRATGS 

Onco thk> not was activated, FEAID was given £>12,000 - Ol3,000 
as a fund for the -payment of agents. It was necossary to find 
someone* who could bo entrusted with tho money after tho Goman 
retreat, and who would also maintain liaison botwoon the various 
sabotage agents and VJ/T oporators, supervise their activitios, 
and remain with the Ast abroad. SOKIUTES was to be tho cover 
name for the agent chosen. Dr Ing ZACHARIADES (ATHENS, Odos 
Iliadou) was recommended for this position by his brother-in- 
law, SLOIt\N-STHAl.ER. Seemingly v/illing at first, ZACHAIUADES 
backed out at the last minute and v. r as not informed about the 
established operational plan. SLO^'N-STH.iCEIl was an /Jbw II 
agent in ISTilfBUL who, under the cover nano of -STEPHENSON and 
W/T code name of "ENELAOS, had been placed vdth the DDSG 
(Donau Dampf-schiff Fahrt Gesellschaft) as part of Operation 
Triton for the safeguarding of chromium-ore transports to 
Bulgaria, 
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FERID then approached the Viennese Jewess, VOUTSIN/-S, who 
hed married a Greek in order to change her name after she had 
immigrated in 1938. She had excellent connections in Greek 
nationalistic circles (anti-Nazi) on on^ side and Ast ..THENS 
on the other. She was the special protege of Korv/Kptn von 
C/XL of Abw I-M and also of a young air corps colonel, HZLBXG. 
VOUTSINAS, who constantly suffered under SS persecution, 
accepted and was registered under the name of Elizabeth VAIDI 
(or BAIDI) in order to avoid embarrassing questions about hor 
background. She was given the names and addresses of the agents 
and tho money. Tho agents wor^ divided into two groups. The 
Armenian group under K'.ITZAK would receive money and instruc- 
tions from SOKRATES through an Anaonion diamond dealer, known 
to F3RID only under his code name MUGS. The Greek group was 
headed by the stoop collector, ANASTASIADES, Thenistoklos- 
Stroet 4, of ATHENS. 

The net was to function as follows: S0KRAT3S would be 

notified by the "Soldatonsendor Bulgrad” what actions to take 
or payments to make, and she in turn would forward the infor- 
mation or money to tho respective agents by letter through 
either NUTS or ANASTASL'JJSS. If SQKRATBS wanted to contact the 
As t abroad, she was to write a letter to a \f / T operator and 
have him transmit the message. Thus the agents would remain 
under tho impression that there was always somebody present 
who watched and supervised thoir activities. "Tho messages to 
S0KRAT3S were sent by W/T BELGRADE in the form of monthly 
greetings to a fictitious Uffz BILASO^SCHUELPSR before tho ' 
song n Lili Karlen" was played. /Iter an irrelevant sent once, 
a few numbers were to be mentioned which would designate tho 
course of action to be taken; for instance, "11, 40 ANTON" 
would signify that agent 11 should receive %0 and a commen- 
dation for good work. 

(4) •’Nien FERID left for Belgrade July 1943, itJLLlS carried 
on for liim and reported to him personally once or twice. All 
kinds of difficulties began to bo encountered, lime VOUTSIN/S 
could no longer remain in Greece because a newly arrived SS 
police division catsed hor too much trouble. She returned tho 
money to KLJLUS end left for VTEN in the summer of 1944. 

She was 'last reported living under tho assumed name of BAIDI 
in WISH, % Frau I1V TKEYSEN, XIII Bozirk (HITZING), Gustav 
Gross-Gasse 44 or 46 . 

When KAITZAK, head of the Armenian group, disappeared on 
a black market trip and never was heard of again, tho It-not 
was seriously endangered. At tho last moment AAILL1S found a 
substitute for VOUTSIHAS in the person of an Armenian rug 
weaver (none unknown to F3RID) who was supposed to carry on 
after the Certain retreat. Actually, only 4-5 messages wore 
received by TO2N from BEKS ARBI AN, who stopped sending after 
the outbreak of civil war. Until then the new SOKRATES had 
received his instructions in tho same manner as VOUTSINAS, 
v/ith the exception that tho messages were transmitted via 
tho ".Upon Donau Sonder". W/ILLIS and SANDER came to Loit 
Stello II SO, where they worked under O/Lt BRUEGGEBOES. 
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(5) The following action was taken regarding thu Verpflogo 

/ Jet ion in the spring of 1944 • SANDSR of the Rost Komoando II 
prepared approximately 10 cases of sabotage equipment, buried 
thorn, and sent sketches and photos in triplicate to Abw II in 
BERLIN. Two copies wore retained by 0/Lt BOIDT while the third 
copy wont to Leit Stollo II SO in V7IEN, No further details 
arc* Imown to F3RID. 

(6) Regarding the projected Ueborroll Kommandos, 2-3 stay- 
behind agents were left in Greece by FAT 219, cocEianded by 
0/tt -UiLLSR. FETJD knew only ono of them whose name was 
HUD. FAT 250 of SALONIKA sent Lt Hans Juurgen KIItCHNSR 
and a W/T operator to ATHENS for the- same purpose. F3RXD 
cannot recall whether messages were received by any of them.

Sonderstab FELIT (Arabian Legion) had to bo consulted about all 
operations in the Arabian sphoro. Commanded by Gon-d FLiegor FEU!!, 
brothor-in-law of GAOBBA, German ambassador to Iraq, it was a liighly 
mobilized unit of approximately 3000 Arabian students, political 
refugees, and recruited Ftf'e, They received training in both desert 
and guerilla warfare in preparation for scheduled operations in the 
Arabian dosort. 

Sonderstab FELMT was stationed in KAP SUNION (nr ATHENS) during 
the s\unmor of 1942 and left for the Caucasus in tho Autumn of that 
year to train for future operations in Iran end Iraq. Those operations 
wero to coincide with a big German offensive through thu Balkans and 
tho Near East. When the Russian winter offensive of 1943 upsot theso 
plans, tho Sonderstab withdrew hastily and tho frightened Arabs 
scattered in all directions. Remnants of the unit wont to Tunisia 
where the C of S, Obst/Lt NEX2R-HICKS, was killed in combat. FELL! 
and remnants of his staff returned to Grooco where they formed tho 
nudous of tho 68 Army Corps* FEUQT became CG. The corps was 
stationed first on the Peloponnesus and latur moved near /.THINS. 

All planned operations into the Arabian sphere wero subject to 
approval by tho II Bearboitor of the Sondorstab, Obst/Lt von SCIL37EN 
© von BAD2M. ' His staff included; Hptm HARTFN, Uffz 17ISCHHU3EN, 

Gofr GASSLANN, and Frl SCHiSTT, the daughter of a STUTTG/iTT physician. 

One of von SCK3 rr EI? , s agents, Ransi ALAJATI C ALLiSIER, was schodulod 
to go to Palestine. F3RID does not know whether he did go. One of tho 
contact men was Rudolf STAERK3R C PEAL, profiteer and rnckotoor from 
Wuorttomborg, who was supposedly recruited for Abw work by Obst DEHUEL. 

STAERKER was managor of the Ellatuork A,G* in ATHENS, who travolod 
tho Balkans in great style. Ho is boliovod to have been an agent of 
Obst/Lt von LASSSR of BELGRADE, and later became advisor and assistant 
to N3UBACH2E, special emissary to th^- Balkans. 

Von SCHEITEN spent tho year 1942 in ATHENS and then wunt to PARIS, 
whero ho opened a recruiting office for Arabs v/ithout much success.
